Bed-plates for Paper or Rag Engines. | 





The illustration shows the design of a bed-plate 
for paper or rag engines patented by Alvan A, 
Simonds, of Dayton, Ohio. 

This invention has for its object the production 
of an improved bed-plate for paper or rag en- 


gines. The novelty consists in the arrangement 
of the knives whereby a larger relative cutting- 
surface than is ordinary is obtained, combined 
with strength and efficiency. 

The cut is a plan view of the bed-plate. Most 
bed-plates now in use have their knives in paral- 
lel rows, either straight or zigzag, and depend 
for their support on their bottom fastenings or 
interposed wooden fillings. 

In constructing this plate, the inventor cuts 
transverse slots, about half-way through the flat 
steel knife-blades A, so that they can be dove- 
tailed or interlocked. These blades are arranged 
in two parallel intersecting rows, and in such a 
way that no two joints of the blades lie in a 
transverse line, # x, across the top of the plate. 


40, and has all the appliances necessary, in 
steam piping. &c., for the rapid execution of the 
work. The attic is also similarly divided and 
arranged for drying. 

The wing (57x40) to the west is separated from 
the other building by a fire-wall. This wing 
contains a large carpenter and repair shop in the 
basement, the calender room on the first floor. 
and finishing and packing rooms on the second 
floor. An elevator is in this building, so that 
little or no lifting of the paper is required. 

Two large boilers of 50-horse power furnish the 
steam for heating the building and drying, and 
a 40-horse engine will be ready to be called into 
requisition whenever required. 

For protection against fire every precaution 


in green mortar, the fire-walls extend from the 


capped with stone; tinned doors are between 
each division. In the lofts are large 
perforated pipes running the entire 
length of the building, so that the rooms 
can be flooded at once. Two large 
rotary pumps can be brought into requi 
sition at a moment’s notice, and three 





The rhomboidal interstices between the blades 
are filled with wood, and the interlocked set of 
knives are clamped by bolts b between the angu- 
lar retaining-plates C in the usual way. 


Instead of being straight, the plates may be | 


of elbow or angular shape, without changing the 
nature of the invention. 

The advantages of this construction and ar- 
rangement are said to be twofold, viz.: By in- 
terlocking the blades the knives are self-sustained 
and rendered very rigid without depending on 
the wood filling; and, second, by arranging the 
joints, as shown, the wear of the cyiinder-knives 
is rendered perfectly uniform, so as not to be 
greater in one place than in another, as would be 
the case if the joints were all in the line x a, for 
at the joints the blades are single, and present 
but half of the cutting-surface presented at other 
points. 

The claims of the inventor comprise: 

1. In a bed-pla e for paper or rag engines, the 
slotted knives A, dovetailed and interlocked, as 
specified, whereby they are self-sustained and 
rendered rigid. 

2. In a bed-plate for paper or rag engines, the 
knives A, arranged in parallel intersecting rows 
forming rhomdoidal interstices between them, 
whereby no two of the joints are in a straight 
transverse line across the top of the knives. 

3. The bed-plate for paper or rag engines, con- 
sisting of the slotted knives arranged in parallel 


intersecting rows, and the angular clamping- |

The New Mill at Dalton, Mass. 





The new mill of Z. Crane, Jr., at Dalton, Mass., 
built to replace the one destroyed by fire in May, 
1877, has just been started up. This mill is well 
constructed, large and light, and has been speci- 
ally designed for the manufacture of white and 
tinted Bristol boards, which Mr. Crane manu- 
factured for many years in the old mill. Before 
starting the building of his mill Mr. Crane spent 
several weeks in visiting the latest and best mills 
in the country, and noted the improvements; he 
has therefore combined in his new mill all of the 
newest and most approved features. 

The front building is 74x40 feet, has three 
stories and attic, and is connected with the main 
buildings by a passage way, which in time of fire 


can be easily taken away, making each fire-proof | 


and separate from the other. 
The office is in the northeast corner, on the 
first floor. Across the hall is a large duster-room 


with spacious bins. The second floor is light and | 


airy, the whole size of the building, with ceilings 
1344 feet, and is used as a rag room, while the 
attic above will be for storage of rags. In the 
basement are the lime and bleaching rooms, and 
tothe west are the boiler house and engine rooms. 
An elevator runs from basement to attic. 

The main building is in all 220x40 feet, with a 
wing 57x40, all two stories and attic, and is 


hydrants outside, with necessary hose, 
are located so as to command the ex- 
terior. There four large fire 
escapes. The elevators are all self- 
opening and closing, so that as soon as 
| they have passed, by a combination 
of springs and pulleys the wells are 
closed, and all danger of accident is 
averted. The ceilings are high, and the 
light is good, giving each room a cheerful ap- 
pearance, 

Ventilation is ample, and can beregulated as 
occasion requires. Pure water from a number 
of springs, some a mile or more away, is brought 
to the mill. Lamps will be used for lighting, 
and all the mill is heated by steam. In short, 
everything for convenience, expedition in work, 
comfort of employes, and economy of labor has 
been arranged for. 

The daily capacity of the mill will be about 
5,000 lbs. of their well-known white and tinted 
Bristol boards. Mr. Crane’s long experience in 
the manufacture of this line of goods, and the 
improvements in his mill will enable him to fully 
sustain the past reputation of his product.

Of the many forms of stationary boilers, pat- 


ented and unpatented, I prefer what is known as | 


the “ vomiter,” which for all ordinary purposes 


very high pressure, is usually made of malleable 
plates like a steam boiler. A convenient size is 
nine feet six inches wide by five feet deep, and 
capable of boiling two tons of esparto grass, It 
is fitted with a perforated false bottom, with as 
little space below as possible. In the centre of 
the boiler is placed a rather wide vertical tube 
open at. both ends, the upper end being enlarged 
like an inverted bell, and covered at a distance 
of a few inches by a plate, or “‘ bonnet” as it is 
called. At the bottom of this wide tube is the 
orifice of the steam-pipe, which usually dis- 
charges upwards, but it is sometimes carried 
down through the cover of the boiler, and made 
to discharge at a distance of an inch or two from 
the bottom. When the boiler is charged with its 
complement of rags, or esparto, soda and water, 
and the man-lid closed, the steam discharged at 
the foot of the wide tube rushes upwards, carry- 
ing the soda liquor with it, and the liquor striking 
with some violence upon the underside of tbe 
‘*bonnet ” discharges umbrella-like all over the 
surface of the raw material. This action contin- 
uing speedily empties the space beneath the false 





separated in its different portions by brick fire- 
walls. In the basement of the north end, which 
is 100 feet long, is the powerful turbine wheel, 
which has sufficient power to drive all the ma- 
chinery of the mill. Close by it is a large rotary 
fire-pump. The wheel and fire-pump occupy the 
west half of the basement, the other half being 
being taken up with the nine drainers, in all 88 
feet long by 20 wide, and having a capacity of 
70 tons. The first floor contains seven engines, 
with rolls 38 inches face, 41 inches diameter, hav- 
ing copper-lined tubs 16}¢ feet long. The first floor 
of the rear part of the main building is used as a 
machine-room, and contains the new 80-inch 
Fourdrinier machine, which has a wire 4014 feet 
long and nine 36-inch driers. The basement of 
this portion of the building contains the size tubs 
and stuff chest. The drying loft is on the second 
floor. It is divided into three sections, each 40x 





bottom, thereby forming a partial vacuum and 
inducing a powerful downward current through 
the material in process of being boiled. No 
sooner does the ley get below the false bottom 
again than it is sucked up and discharged again 
over the top. 
boiler, the principle involved being the same as 
that of the ordinary blower or injector, which 
lifts water from a well or forces it into a steam 
boiler under pressure. In filling sucha boiler as 
I have described with, say, esparto, care must be 
taken to get as large a quantity in as possible, 
and this can be best accomplished by setting the 
“vomiter” to work after as much has been got 
in as conveniently can. The lid may or may not 
be closed, and after a time it will be found that 
the grass has been reduced in bulk considerably, 
so that a further quantity may be added. After 
a little time, and a repetition of the same process 


may be made of cast iron, but, if intended for | 


as before there will be room for another supply, | 
and soon until the full complement has been 
got in. 

Patent covers of one description and another 
have been devised for the purpose of putting 
pressure on the grass to reduce its bulk in the 
boiler. I do not think the object a good one; the 
grass, while in the process of boiling, should not 
be squeezed together further than by its own 
weight, for, if subjected to additional pressure, 
some portions are sure to get so cldsely compacted | 
that it is with difficulty the soda can get through 
them, and the result is want of uniformity in 
the product. 

In charging the boiler the soda is pnt in first, |

the grass. Soda takes some little time to dis- | 
solve, and, doubtless, the action of the solid soda 
or of the highly concentrated solution draining 

from it would be detrimental to those portions | 
of the charge coming under its immediate influ- 
ence. The practice as to using 60 or 70 per cent. 
caustic soda varies; one paper-maker tells us he 


to use 70; another laughs at such an idea, and 
boils well with as many pounds of 60 as his 
neighbor uses of 70. Now I believe that no one | 
need use 70 per cent. for boiling either esparto or | 
straw; it is proportionately more expensive, and | 
undoubtedly points to a screw being loose some- 
where when it is found that 60 per cent. soda can- 
not do the work. Again, some people say they 


| can boil Oran, or African grass, which is coarser 


than Spanish and requires more soda, with 1514 
pounds of 60 per cent. caustic, while others can- 
not boil Spanish with less than 17 pounds per 
hundredweight. No doubt the pressure under | 
which the boilers are worked has something to 
do with its diversity of opinion and experience; 
no doubt also many makers consider grass well 
We 
believe that very much depends upon the amount | 
of solution per hundredweight which one maker | 
can manage to work with as compared with 
another. The stronger the solution the better | 
the work will be done, as there is always an ex- 
cess of soda used: if it is kept well concentrated 
it will do its work well, whereas, if it is much 
diluted, it will as certainly do its work indiffer- 
ently. This question of the strength of the soda | 


| solution has also a powerful bearing upon the

Such is the general action of this | 


question of time of boiling, and is one of a series 
of circumstances which determine whether one 
or two charges can be got out of a boiler per 
twenty-four hours. In practice we have both | 
extremes; and it is quite obvious that he who 
can take two charges out of his boilers in twenty- | 
four hours can do with one-half of the plant 
that another taking only one charge in the same 
time must require. 

Before considering the boiling process, as con- 
ducted in revolving boilers, we shall look into 
the further treatment of esparto, and similar | 
raw materials, in stationary boilers, The boiling 
having been completed, the spent soda ley is run | 
off, and, for the sake of the profit to be made, as 
well as with a view to the conservation of the 
purity of rivers, evaporated. With the evapo- | 
ration process we shall have more to do by-and- 
by. Meantime, we must consider the cooling of 
the charge. This is usually done by simply filling 
up the boilers with cold water, and allowing the 
whole to stand quiescent for a fuw hours before 
running it off. When the ‘coolings,” as they 
are sometimes called, are not permitted to be run 
into the stream, they are used for causticizing 
the recovered soda, or for dissolving the fresh 
caustic soda and re-furnishing the boilers. Most 
of the mill owners in Scotland have to do this, 
and in some cases still further pressure is put 
upon them. I have recently proposed a system 
of treating esparto, which I have found to give | 
entirely satisfactory results alike to the paper 
maker and riparian proprietor. The boilers are 
filled three times in succession: First, with ‘ boil- 
ings:” Second, with what I propose calling | 
‘second boilings,” and third with ‘ coolings” | 
properly so-called. The ‘ coolings” ultimately 
become ‘second boilings,” and the second boiling 
** boilings;” there is thus but one volume of liquid

to evaporate, and a considerable additional 
strength is given to that volume, so that the re- 
covery process is rendered more remunerative. 
The wet picking is more easily and effectively 
accomplished, and asa result, cleaner paper is 
produced. The washing is also reduced to one- 
half, with a consequent saving of one and a half 
per cent. of fibre, and a material reduction in 


| the amount of polluting matters going to the 


stream. The actual working of the process is as 
follows:—The ‘‘ boilings,” or spent soda liquor, 


having been drained off, the boilers are filled up 


| with the “coolings” of previous batches, and 
| steam turned on until the whole reaches the boil- 


ing point. It is then shut off, and quiescence 
maintained for four hours; one half of the “‘ sec- 
ond boilings” are then run off, the other half is 
kept in the boiler for two hours longer and then 
run off too. The liquid thus drained off in two 
portions is used for causticizing the soda recov- 
ered from the ‘ boilings,” and goes 
back to the boilers as fresh ley. The 
boilers are finally filled up with clean, 
cold water and allowed to stand for 
four hours, when one half is drained off 
and the remainder or second half is al- 
lowed to stand other two hours, when 
it too is drained off as before. As 
already indicated, the ‘‘coolings” thus 
run off are used for the ‘‘second boil- 
ings” of the succeeding batch. The 
process is based upon well ascertained 
principles, and the results are satisfact- 
ory. During the periods of quiescence 
referred to, the heavy black liquid in the 
stems of the grass is displaced, partly by endos- 


| motic action and partly by gravitation, by the 


heavier surrounding fluid. The heavy displaced 


| liquor sinks to the lower part of the boiler, so 


that when it is run off the lighter and purer 
liquor from above gets down to the grass below, 


which still retains much impurity, but this is

The Straw Wrapping Paper Manufact- 
urers. 


A meeting of the straw wrapping paper 
manufacturers was held last week. The object 
and results of the meeting are fully explained 
in the following official report of the proceed- 
ings: ra ‘ 

Germantown, N. Y., March 30, 1878. 

At a meeting of the straw wrapping paper 
manufacturers, held at Stanwix Hall, Albany, 
N. Y., March 28, 1878, there was an increased 
attendance, representing a production of over 
sixty tons of paper per day. A spirit of the 


most thorough unanimity and earnestness pre- 


vailed, and a general determination was felt to 
pursue the objects desired to a successful issue. 
After careful deliberation the following resolu 
tions were unanimously adopted: 

Resolved, That we stop our mils on the 13th of 
April, 1878, for thirty days, provided the manufact- 
urers of not less than 75 per cent. of straw wrapping 
paper produced in the State can be got to act in uni- 
son with us. 

Resolved, That a committee of five be appointed 
by the President to wait on the manufacturers, and, 


| if possible, induce all to join us in this important 


movement, and report at a meeting to be held at 
Stanwix Hall, Albany, N. Y., April 9, 1878, 11 o'clock, 
A. M., the Secretary to notify manufacturers of said 
meeting.

British Notes. 





[FROM OUR REGULAR CORPESPONDENT.]

I can scarcely find a word to say about busi- 
ness this week. Everything is so dull and de- 
pressed that we might as well be living in a per- 
petual state of holiday. I hear of certain mills 
intending going on half time and of some that 
have already done so. I hear of numberless dis- 
appointments of all kinds. Some people com- 
plain there are no orders. Sellers say that there 
are no buyers. Merchants declare there is no 
business. Creditors grumble. at not receiving 
their checks—everybody is growling about some 
sore point. Our trade is in a very deplorable 
condition, that is very evident. There is the usual 
business going on among the good papers and 
well-known brands and classes, but this appears 
to be a steady-going market, the matter of labor 
being the only agent capable of seriously dis- 
turbing it. Newspapers seem to be doing well. 
Both the Daily Telegraph and S‘andard are 
selling over a million copies per week. In addi- 
tion we have the Daily News, which must also 
do a large business. These three journals alone 
must consume about two hundred and fifty tons 
per week of paper of the worst and most inferior 
quality. Then we have large dailies and week- 
lies in the large provincial towns and counties, 
Altogether there must be some four thousand 
tons of paper consumed per week in news alone. 
At the present time the Eastern affairs occupy 
so much attention that until they are settled the 
newspapers will have a real good time, and, 
therefore, paper mills will reap the benefit. Yet 
among the mills and makers of the common 
papers there seems to be the most complaining. 
I was told yesterday in a city office that any 
amount of paper was forthcoming from the Lan- 
cashire mills at 25s. per cwt. for journal use. 
One London daily was mentioned as getting its 
paper at this extraordinary price—equivalent to 
3d., less 124¢ per cent., about, or 2%d. per pound 
net. The Lancashire mills seem determined to 
keep on producing, regardless of all conse- 
quences, so far as lowering prices go. How the 
newspaper proprietors must chuckle! Very omi- 
nous reports are going respecting some of the 
cotton mills in Lancashire, and if they close, 
paper makers will have a serious time, as they 
will lose their supply of cotton waste, which 
gives them the power to load their papers. 
Southern paper makers acknowledge the advan- 
tages of cotton waste, but yet decline to enter 
the rag markets where they could get the equiva- 
lent both in substance and price. What a mar- 
vellous thing prejudice is. 

Just to give you a faint idea of how trade is 
with us, here are the reports from several dis- 
tricts in the United Kingtiom. The following are 
verbatim copies: 

North of England.—There is no business doing 
in the iron and coal trades of the North of 
England, and no prospect of improvement. The 
number of men out of employment is very large 
and the distress among the laboring classes is 
acute and widespread. 

Whitby.—Trade generally is exceptionally 
dull, and in the jet ornament trade all the manu 
facturers are working short time. 

Cardiff.—Last week over 3,000 persons re- 
ceived out-door relief here, exclusive of about 
500 adults and almost as many children, who 
were helped by private charity at the soup 
kitchen. In some of the parishes the increase of 
pauperism is over twenty-five per cent. within 
the past few months. 

Leicester.—There is little or no improvement 
in the various branches of industry in Leicester. 
The shoe trade continues dull, and orders come 
to hand very slowly. In woo! spinning the trade 
has been remarkably quiet during the past week. 
The elastic band trade is dull, and at one of the 
factories a strike has taken place in consequence 
of the employers proposing to reduce wages. 

Aberdare.—It has been decided by hundreds 
of colliers employed at Mountain Ash collieries, 
Aberdare, to continue working at the five per 
cent. drop conceded by them to the masters on 
January 1, until trade shall so far improve as to 
justify them in asking for a remission of the re- 
duction. 

Oldham.—On Friday a general lock-out in the 
weaving trade in Oldham took place. Some 
4,000 operators are affected by this step. The 
weavers in the employ of Collinge & Sons, Com- 
mercial Mills, to the number of 1,000, struck 
work in consequence of the reduction of five per 
cent. in their wages. 

Ilkeston.—At the Speedwell Colliery, belong- 
ing to Potter & Co., the wages of the colliers em- 
ployed were reduced. An attempt was made to 
strike against the reduction, and a nu 
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the employés were absent from work for three 
days. The greater portion, however, 
at work, and the others have now returned, the 
reduction having been accepted.

Bolton.—The master builders of Bolton have 
given notice to the carpenters and joiners in 
their employ that on and after the Ist of May | 
their working hours will be reduced. 

Sheffield.—It was decided by the Sheffield iron- 
workers to submit to a further reduction in 
wages, amounting to 7', per The distress 
in Sheffield shows no sign of abating. 

Fife.—A reduction of five per 
was unanimonsly resolved upon at a meeting by 
the Fife, Clackmannan and Kinross coalmasters. 
It is supposed the miners will submit to it, as | 
they had to accept a reduction of 10 per cent. 
about two months ago, after resisting it for four- 
teen weeks. at a cost to their funds of £14,000.

London.—The masons on strike, who are still 
about 600 in number, received their usual strike 
pay. The strike cost the masons in 
money a sum little short of $60,000. 

Nottingham.—A_ strike 
here in the lace trade, 
cannot agree to a board of arbitration, there is 
no telling how far the strike may extend and 
how long it will last. 

Northumberland.—Mr. 
of Parliament, has made 
gard to the lock-out in the Northumberland coal 
trade, which, after a resistance of eight weeks, 
has terminated by the miners accepting the 12¢ 
per cent. reduction the 
owners. 

Dublin.—A telegram from Dublin states that 
the newspaper and book printers of Dublin are 
about to go on strike to the number of 400 for 
an increase of ‘¢d. per 1,000. The masters have | 
advertised for 300 non-unionists. | 

Here are fourteen late reports of our general | 
trade, and withouta word of comment I leave | 
the picture for the consideration of your 
readers. 

Our markets are particularly quiet. But I 
will give the last quotations, and leave the figures | 
to speak for themselves. 

I would like, before closing what I fear must | 

be a very dull and dreary letter, to say a few | 
words upon a habit some people seem to possess 
and even be proud of, and that is, giving gratui- 
tous information about their neighbors’ private 
affairs and business standing. I was in an cffice | 
of a subscriber to THE JOURNAL two days ago, 
in the city, and he told me that Mr. had 
called in a few minutes ago, “not for any busi- 
ness, you know, but, he said, as he was passing, 
he would look in and see whether I had any bus- | 
iness with Messrs. ————, because if I had, I had 
better be careful; he thought they were a little 
short just now.” Now, this kind of thing is exces- 
sively foolish. It is further very mean, and in 
nine cases out of ten utterly false, as in this | 
ease. I cannot understand the motive for this 
kind of thing, what is the use of it? Apart from 
this, supposing I had ‘‘split” upon the whole 
affair, and written the people who were short, 
and mentioned my authority! There would 
have inevitably followed a lawsuit. If people 
are unsound, the world is certain to find it out. 
And if merchants do business with buyers, it is 
their own lookout to see that they get paid. 
There is a peculiar repugnance attached to this 
abominable system of commercial spying. It is 
bad enough to have to be asked abovt other 
people, but it is peculiarly nasty to find people 
ndustriously proffering the cup of suspicion. 
If the party concerned should see this, I hope he 
will take the timely intended hint for his own | 
safety’s sake, at least. 

To leave the newspapers and the thousand-and- 
one squabbles about them and their views, we 
will note that the home markets are in a quiet 
but rather firm condition. Coals, to begin with, 
are in better demand at a rise of about 6d. per 
ton. Fibres are steady, and prices are un- 
changed. A tolerable business was doing, but 
somehow buyers are hanging off just now. Some 
American orders were done, especially in gunny. | 
Rags were in fair demand at the quotations of 
last week. Good strong linens and low cottons | 
moved freely, but finer qualities were more or 
less neglected. A strong business was going on 
in waste papers at full prices. Esparto is as per 
usual, and prices show no change; everything 
very quiet in this particular article. I rather 
fancy most of the large consumers have good 
stocks, and are not in the market.

PHILADELPHIA, April 4, 1878. 
Quarterly settlements maturing the first of 
this month are being promptly met, and a de- 
gree of buoyancy exists in trade, generally, in- 


dicating a prospect of material improvement in 


many lines of business. The war news also 
stimulates certain departments of trade, and 
while largely speculative in its character, has 
nevertheless a good effect in making a rising 
market. 

The paper trade, 


however, remains in a dor- 


| mant condition, and the leading mills are work- 


ing on reduced time, or preparing to close down 
altogether. In other words, the supply exceeds 
the demand, and profit, if any, is too small to 
justify keeping up stock. It is a question, there- 
fore, which each manufacturer feels called on to 
decide for himself as to the policy most desir- 
able to pursue—to stock up to the fullest extent 
of his warehouse facilities, or to confine himself 
to the filling of orders only. It is only a matter 
of choice, and in the long run the relative pro- 
fits will be the only test as to the wisdom of the 
firm adopting one or the other course. At 
present no one is wise enough to determine the 
question with any degree of certainty. 

T. Seymour Scott & Bro. are fitting up a new 
store a few doors above their present location, 
and while making a specialty of their papers, 
carpets, mats, &c., propose keeping a full line of 
all grades of paper, and a museum of articles 
made of paper. They have shipped to the Paris 
Exposition rolls of carpet paper 1061¢ inches in 
width, and also specimens of their flower sack 
papers. 

Chemicals.—The amount of business done in 
this market during the past week has been on a 
par with that of several weeks previous, and 
only in a small way have goods been moved; but 
at the same time prices are firmer the last few 
days for some grades of chemicals, in response to 
quotations ruling abroad. During the past week 
several arrivals have come to hand of both Lan- 
cashire and Newcastle makes, which produce a 
choice of brands in the market specialty of soda 
ash. 

Bleaching powder is selling in round lots on 
dock at 1-45c. gold, and from store at 1-50c. to 
1-55c. Carbonated ash is in full supply at 1-70c. 
to 1-80c. Soda ash is scarce, and held in a 
jobbing way at 1-80c. to 1-85c. for 48 per cent. 
Caustic soda is still moving slowly and offered 
freely, without meeting with buyers only in a 
small way, and quoted at 4c. a 4\c., accord- 
ing to quality. 

Alums and Rosin remain at previous quota- 
tions, and have been moved in moderate quanti- 
ties.

Contributions to the Early History of 
Paper-Making. 





From German Sources. | 


Only the inferior kinds of paper were formerly 
iade in Germany, the finer qualities being im- 
rted from Holland. The increasing number 
presses, and the scarcity of paper-making 


iterials compelled manufacturers to use load- | 


g substances. The Germans were for a long 

ne dependent on the Dutch, and they could 
not even successfully imitate their dark blue 
sugar paper, the preparation of which was a 
secret in the hands of a few houses in Holland. 
\ sugar house in Hamburg was the first to make 
this kind of paper.

A receipt for coloring given a by a , paper maker 
to Councillor Beekmann, in Géttingen, was as 
follows: To forty eimers of water add twenty 
pounds of logwood, and let this boil down about 
two and a half inches. Then add a pound of 
Brazil wood, anda bag of fly-seeds (psyllium), 
which comes most from Southern France; then 
let the mixture boil an hour. Further dissolve 
five pounds of alum in water, and pour the 
solution in the coloring matter; then strain 
through linen, and then add two ounces of spirit 
of sal ammoniac, and then pour the whole mass 
warm into the cylinder. When cold, add more 
materials and water, until the required degree 
of color is obtained. 

A certain Mr. Morian gives the following re- 
ceipt for making blue sugar paper: To 1!¢ Ib. 
of pulp add 24 oz. verdigris, 3 lbs. alum, and 50 
to 55 cans water, which have to be boiled to- 
gether. After the pulp has lain in this prepara- 
tion for a few days, it is taken out, the water 
allowed to drain, and the pulp placed in a decoc- 
tion of Brazil wood ; the pulp is then worked up 
as for ordinary paper. 

There was no paper mill in Holland at the 
beginning of the seventeenth century. Even 
as late as 1723 the country drew some of its 
supplies from St. Malo, Nantes, Bordeaux and 
Rochelle. When the Dutch did begin to manu- 
facture, they were very jealous of the process 
being known, and imprisonment for life was the 
penalty for exporting any of their machines. 
The Germans made great efforts to obtain the 
secrets of manufacture, but it was only towards 
the end of the century that some mills were
